CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 7.—The President ar- 
rived at Cincinnati this morning promptly at 
7:30. His car was held in the station only long 
enough forthe change of engines necessary 
for the transfer from the Chesapeake & Ohio 
to the Ohio & Mississippi road. There were 
crowds at all the small stations before the 
train reached Cincinnati, and at Newport 
there was a fife and drum corps, but the train

made no stops except at Covington, where the 
President stood on the rear platform for a few 
minutes and listened to the familiar strains of 
Hall to the Chief.’’ 

Breakfast was served inthe President’s car 
while the train was inthe station here, The 
President received a number of visitors before 
breakfast, among them his nephew, Archibald 
Eaton ot Cincinnati. 


MITCHELL, Ind., Oct. 7.—There was a large 
crowd atthe station when the Presidential 
party arrived here. The train stopped 
long enough for the President to 
express the pleasure which he felt in 
seeing old Indiana friends again. At Sey- 
mour a band of music and a large assemblage 
greeted bim and the President spoke 
briefly. Capt. David Braden of In- 
dianapolis joined the party at Seymour. 
Hon. John C. New left the party at Mitchell. 
At Seymour a telegram was handed to the 
President, asking him to address the school 
children at Mitchell. In response to 
this request, the President spoke. 


Tomb of William Henry Harrison. 


LAWRENCEBURG, Ind., Oct. 7.—Gen. OC. H. 
Grosvenor of Ohio and the Consul General to 
London, Jonn O. New, joined the President's 
party at Cincinnati. The local committee 


from Lawrenceburg was in waiting there to 
actasescortto the Presidential purty. The 
President’s car was attached to a special 
train composed of an engine and a combina- 
tion car. It will run special until Danville is 
reached this evening. Only one stop was 
made between Cincinnati and Lawrenceburg. 
The train slowed up for a minute at North 
Bend in sight of the tomb of William Henry 
Harrison andthe house where the President 
was born. 

At Lawrenceburg, a large crowd was in 
waiting. The President addressed the crowd 
from the rear platform. He said: ‘‘My friends, 
I want to thank you very cordially for this 
greeting. All the views about here are very 
familiar. This towa of Lawrenceburg is the 
first village of my childish recollection and 
as I have approached it this morning past the 
earliest home of my recollection, the home in 
which by childhood and early manhood were 
spent, memories crowd in upon me that are 
very full of {nterest, very full of pleasure and 
yet very full ofsadness. They bring back to 
me those who ever made the old home very 
dear, the most precious spot on earth. I have 
passed with bowed head the place where they 
rest. 

„We are here in our generation with the 
work of those who have gone before upon us, 
let us see each of us, that in the family, in 
the neighborhood, and the State we do at 
leust with equal courage grace and kindness, 
the work which was so bravely, kindly, and 
graciously done by those who filled our places 
fifty years ago. 

Nov, for I must hurry on, to these old 
friends and to these new friends who have 
come in since Lawrenceburg was familiar to 
me l extend again may bearty thanks for this 
wol come. 

In conclusion the President introduced 
Secretary Tracy. The President was visibly 
affected as he spoke of the scenes of his 
childhood. 


Will Stop at St. Joe. 


NORTH VERNON, Ind., Oct. 17.—Between 
Lawrenceburg and North Vernon no regular 
stops were made. There were large crowds at 
Aurora, Milan, Osgood and otuer stations 


andthe train slowed up a minute at each of 
these places to give the President an oppor. 
tunity to bow his acknowledgements of the 
greeting. 

A telegram was received from A. C. Dawes, 
St. Joseph, asking that the President stop at 
that city Friday morning. An affirmative 
reply was sent and the President will stop at 
St. Joseph at 7 o’clock remaining for an hour. 
The party will arrive at Topeka at 9:30 instead 
of 8 o’clock Friday morning.

The pro- 
cession will he the largest that ever occurred 
here. The Indiana and Ohio regiments ar- 
rived here this morning and were escorted to 
their quarters by a citizens’ committee and 
hundreds of people. 


VISITING THE EX. 


Colorado night was a magnificent success. 
It brought one of the largest crowds of the 
season to the Exposition yesterday. During 
the morning the Coiorado party were taken to 
the building toviewthe display inside by 
their State and the other attractive features of 
the place. In the afternoon there was an 
unusually large attendance at the 
concert, the crowd being composed largly 
of strangers who are visiting thecity. The 
formal welcoming of the Colorado visitors 
took place atthe Exposition in the evening. 
They were driven to the building in carriages 
aboutso’clock and the wives and daughters 
of the members of the party were taken to the 
boxes in the drees circle of the Music Hall on 
either side of the stage, they having been oas- 
pecially reserved for the ladies. The delegates 
were taken to the reception rooms 
of the building, where they 
were met by Gov. Francis, Mayor 
Noonan andadelegation of prominent citi- 
zens. Then the men were taken out upon the 
stage, marching in pairs, and they were ar- 
ranged on either side of the band, 
which occupied the center of the 
stage. Previous to this there had 
been a drill by the Walsh Zonaves, and while 
it was in progress the Mexican Band, which is 
playing at the Fair Grounds, arrived and were 
given the seats which bad been reserved 
for them in the hail. The entry 
of the Colorado party in the 
stage wasmade theoccasion of prolonged 
applause. Speeches were made by Mr. Sam- 
ue! Kennard, President of the Exposition, 
Gov. Francis, Mayor Noonan, Gov. Cooper of 
Colorado, Mr. Skiff, Commissioner 
of Immigration Colorado, and 
ex-Gov. Jobn Evans of Colorado. 
After some selections by the band the party 
filea off the stage and retired to the reception 
rooms where refreshments were served. The 
Mexican Band was present by special invita- 
tion of Col. Gilmore, who had been out to 
their concert Sunday afternoon and was very 
much pleased with it. 


Mr. J. E. Douglas of Oklohoma City, Oklo.- 
homa Territory, who visited the Exposition 
last night, placed on exhibition there to-day 
avery oldrelic. It is a saber which was car- 
ried in the revolutionary war by Mr. Douglas’ 
great-grandfather, Gen. Logan Douglas, 
and was in several batties under Gen. Wash- 
ington. It is was also in the war of 1812.14, 
where it was carried by Col. Benjamin Doug- 
las, son of Gen. Logan Douglas and grand- 
father of the present owner of the relic. Col. 
Douglas also carried it in the Creek War 
and at the battle of Horse-Shoe 
in three successive blows with 
the saber cleaved off the heads of as many 
Indlans and with a fourth blow disabled 
another. This saber is now 120 years old. Its 
handle is made of an alligator’s tusk and the 

was originally silver mounted, 
age and usage has re- 
moved nearly all the plating. During 
the late Rebellion the saber was 
almost completely destroyed by bushbwhack- 
ers. Mr. Dougias exhibited this weapon at 
the Philadelphia Centennial and has twice 
shown itatthe Kansas City Exposition. He 
intends toaiso place it on exhibition at the 
World's Fair at Chicago in 1892. The leather 
case which is shown with the saber is the 
original case made for the weapon.

A Startling State of Affairs Re. 
vealed by a Trial in the Court 
‘of Criminal Correction. 


Two Girls Testify te Having Been Enticea 
From Henderson, Ky.,by False Prom- 
ises—They Were Told They Could Enter a 
Sewing SNeciety and Make Money, but 
Were Brought toa Low Dive— The Busi- 
ness Carried on by Mary McLure—She Is 
Diseharged on Technicalities. 


The trial of two cases against Mary McClure 
in the Court of Criminal Correction yesterday 
afternoon developed a condition of affairs 
alarming, to say the least. The McClure 
woman is a negress with a police record. She 
Was charged in two separate actions with en- 
ticing females under the age of 18 years away 
from home to wicked ways. The whole story 
came out in open court, with Judge Campbell 
on the bench. Thomas B. Harvey defended 
Mrs. McClure, while John I. Martin acted as 
the legal representative for the State. 

The defendant’s former home is Henderson, 
Ky. She now keeps a disreputable dive on 
Clark avenue, near Sixth streot. Last Febru- 
ary she paid a visit to Henderson. When she 
returned she was accompanied by three girls, 
two of then being bright yellow girls, while 
the third was a young octoroomof more than 
passing beauty. In a few days these three 
victims were parties to all the wild and 
drunken orgies to be seen almost nightly 
in the McClure den. In April another girl 
arrived at the house. Sbe was of so clear a 
skin and of such a modest and shrinking 
disposition that the police were aroused by 
the comments of the other women in the 
neighborhood. When Sergt. Frank Shoe- 
maker was placed in charge of that precinct 
two months ago he made a complete investi- 
gation of the case, with the result that on 
Sept. 1 Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes 
issued two warrants against Mrs. McClure, 
charging her with being a party to the com- 


mission of a felony. 

That time the woinan’s house was raided and 
the girls taken to the Four Courts. Four of 
them gave their homes as Henderson, Ky. 
These were Meda Harding, Sallie B. Clay, 
Cora Pool and Fanny Hilderbrand. The two 
former were comparatively well advanced in 
years and insisted that Mrs. McClure had not 
firat led them astray. The younger girls were 
non-commital for several hours. Finally ths 
whole party agreed to tell all they knew. 
Their stories they repeated yesterday when 
placed on tis witness stand in the Court of 
Crimina! Correction. 

Cora Pool first testified. The girl was 
glender, with well-formed features and a 
clear, nut-brown skin. She said: 

CORA POOL’S STORY. 

„1 am an Octoroon, 16 years old. I 
was born in Henderson, Ky., and lived 
with my aunt, Mrs. Summers, until the middle 
of last February. About the 20th of that 
month Mrs. McCiure came one evening to my 
aunt’s house and asked tosee her. I did not 
know the woman at the time. Mrs. McClure 
told me she wasafortoneteller and had good 
news for me, insisting that I meet her at her 
house the following evening. I wentand found 
Meda Harding and Sallie Clay. Mrs. McClure 
told us she was the President of a 
sewing society in St. Louis organized by a 
number of charitable white ladies for the 
benefit of colored giris. She said that we 
could make as high as $20 a week and the 
society would give them plenty of new 
dresses. She was going to returnto St. 
Louis that night at 12:40 o’clock andI agreed 
to accompany her provided my aunt would 
let me go. Mrs. McCiure told 
mo to say nothing to my aunt. When Icom- 
piained that 1 could not get any of my 
clothes Mrs. McClure promised to get me all 
the new dresses I wanted as soon as we were 
in St. Louis. That night Mre. McClure, Meda 
Harding and Sallie Clay and I 
came to St. Louis. We were 
first taken to the woman’s private 
residence on South Seventh street. In the 
evening we went to the Clark avenue dive. 
Mrs. McClure told us that we were going to a 
meeting of the sewing socicty. Once inside 
the den we soon lost all sense of shame. We 
had no money and were alone in a strange 
city.’’ 

Meda Harding and Sallie Clay corroborated 
the girl in her every statement. Under a 
strict cross-examination, in Mr. Harvey’s 
hands, they never wavered in the 
least degree. Then Fanny Hilder- 
brand took stand. The witness 
was strikingly handsome. Of almost 
pure Caucasian blood, she seemed strangely 
out of place in the company of-her darker- 
skinned associates. She gave her age as 16 
years. She said that she lived with her 
widowed mother and brother in Henderson, 
Ky., and attended the publicschool. About 
April 1 she received a letter from Mrs. Me- 
Clure telling her that she had seen her while 
in Henderson and bad berome interested in 
her on account of her beauty. She poured 
into the innocent girl's ears the same tales 
she had told her other victims and so worked 
upon her with ber descriptions ot the dress 
and finery she was to have. Mrs. McClure 
inclosed in the letter a ticket to St. 
Louis and advised the girl if she wanted to 
‘et a position then unoccupied in the sewing 
society she must leave home at once. The 
deluded girl ran away a week later. She was 
met at the Union Depot by Mrs. McCiure, she 
says, and led into the web of degradation as 
hod been the former victims. Like them she 
was hei pless and succumbed, 

Cora Pooland Meda Harding again took the 
stand and testified that Mrs, McCiure had 
spoken to them in reference tothegirl Fanny 
Hilderbrand, telling them that she had seen 
hor on tue street while in Henderson. She 
remarked that the girl would prove a big at- 
truction in her house and wanted Meda 
Harding te write to her and tell her what 
a nice position she had in the sewing society. 
The Harding woman was not wholly lost, 
however, and indignantiy refused to be a 
party to the scheme, warning Mrs. McClure 
that Fanny was a school girl not then 16 years 
old. When the girl came both Meda Harding 
and Cora Pool heard Mrs. McClure tell her 
that it any person asked her age to say she 
was 18, warning her thatif she did hot the 
police would sendthem both to the Work- 
house. Ali ofthe women told their stories 
under oath. 

THE WOMAN DISCHARGED. 

Judge Campbell discharged the defendant 
on technicalities. Hesaid that while la clear 
case of enticing could undoubtedly be made 
against the woman in each instance, there 
wus in the firat place no evidence at hand to 
show the ages of the two giris. The other 

uestlon was one of jurisdiction, the giris 

aving been enticed from Kentucky. He 
held that the court of that State 
alone bad jurisdiction in the 
matter and the woman was given her liberty. 
The bondswoman, Christina Burkbardt, who 
was so seriously shot a few months ago by her 
husband, created a scene in the hall in curs- 
ing the prosecuting witnesses and was 
locked up by Sergt. I Shoemaker,charged with 
disturbing the peuce. It is probable that 
the matter will be placed before the Grand- 
jury, which convenes next Monday. Inany 
event new warrants for harboring females 
under age will be issued against the woman 
in order to hold her in this city while an. et- 
fortis being made to have her indicted iu 
Henderson for afelony under the enticement 
law.

For my 
part I even now hold that the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction has jurisdiction in the Hilder- 
brand case for the reason that the true 
enticement was done after the girl had come 
on to St. Louis. Ofcourse it was a 9Qontinu- 
ous cffense, but the letter which the 
defendant wrote to Fanny Hilderbrand 
has been destroyed. I see, however, that 
Judge Campbeli has ruled differently. If the 
police officers will breng methe proper evi- 
dence I will issue warrants against 
the woman charging her with 
harboring females under the age 
of 18 years for immoral purposes. I will aiso 
see Mr. Zachritz in regard to haying the 
Hilderbrand case presented to the Grand- 
jury as I am £ @=<:satisfled the St. Louis 
courts have authority in that action. In any 
event the woman can be sent into the Police 
Court for keeping a bawdy house. Her attor- 
ney had the temerity to admit that fact in 
open court during the progress of the trials. 

THE CHIEF WILL ACT. 

Said Chief Harrigan: In casethe St. Louis 
court can do nothing with this woman I shall 
certainly do all in my power to interest 
the authorities at Henderson, Ky., 
in the case, I think that 
we have jurisdiction in one of the cases at 
last. However, that may be, if the Grand- 
jury does not return an indictment I shall 
have 4 letter written to the 
Prosecuting Attorney of the county in which 
Henderson is situated, informing him ofthe 
failure of our prosecution and advising him 
in regard tothe matter. If he sees fit to take 
up the case I shall arrest the woman 
at his order and hold her as a 
fugitive from justice subject to his order.

She first made war 
upon the corset and tight lacing, then she 
gave her attention to the high- heel shoes 
worn by the young lady students. The first 
mentioned garments were supplanted by 
snug-fitting waists, and nowa pupil of the 
Normal can be told by the style of her shoes. 
The Frenchy high heels have given way toa 
common sense easy shoe, with heels not more 
than half an inch high, and they look better 
and the girls certainly walk better in them.

found only ina first-class gymnasium. The 
girls take kindly to the apparatus, though 
most of them are at first inclined to be shy of 
the trapezes. Inthe gymnasium room they 
wear louse suits of dark material, consisting 
of a blouse and skirt, They are gradually in- 
itiated into the uses of the muscle developers 
to be found there, and itis not an uncommon 
thing to see one of the giris take a short run, 
give a light spring and catéhing hold of a hor- 
izontal bar or trapeze swing herself backward 
and forward for a few momentsand then 
gradually and withthe agility of an acrobat 
pull herself up and over the barsinto the 
rings.

Loxpox, Oct. 7.—Horrible aceounts come 
from the Red Sea of the condition of the chol- 
era victims, The Arabs and strangers in that 
region are dying by scores. Persons are 
seized with cholera and die within an hour, 
with clenched teeth and bodies terribly 
drawn up. Birds and doga feed on the 
corpses, which the people are afraidto touch, 
and vast flocks of vultures dispute for the 
prey with the four-footed scavengers. From 
the interior of Arabla the accounts are fully 
as heartrending, and the victims are said to 
be numbered by thousands, 

CHOLERA VICTIMS IN FRANCE. 

PARIS, Oct. 7.—Two persons at Lunel, De- 
partment of Herault, who recently arrived at 
that place from Spain, are suffering from 
cholera. The patients have been isolated and 
other measures are adopted to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 


African Affairs, 


Lonpon, Oct. 6.—Disquieting sews has 
again been received regarding the British col- 
umn now invading Mashonaland, in Southern 
Africa, a rich country which the British South 
Africa Co, claims to have been ceded it by 
Lobengula, King ofthe Matabels, The main 
force of the expedition numbers 500 
men, with a ploneer force of 180 
men, and they are commanded 
by Lieut.-Col. Pennafether of the 
Inniskillen Dragoons, who has had much ex- 
perience in native warfare in Zululand, The 
force is well armed and equipped also with 
light artillery. While King Lobengula him- 
self has not been altogether unfavorable to 
white occupation, his leading warriors have 
been anxious for war, and there is much 
reason to believe the report from Cape Town 


that the Matabela have attacked the 
expedition, causing a loss of about. 
one hundred men. The Matabels are 


brave and warlike savages who have been ac- 
customed for ages to attack and enslave the 
neighboring races, and do not care to ac- 
knowledge even the whites as masters, The 
more turbulent spirits haye long clamored 
against the King’s policy in favor of the 
whites and have forced him into war. His 
men are not an undisciplined herd, but regu- 


larly trained and divided into 
commands. Altogether the Matabels 
can muster about B, 000 men, 


The British force is to march 400 miles and 
make a stop at Mount Hampden, in Mashona- 
land, Fortunately for the British, the Mata- 
bels have no better weapons than assegais 
and bullock hide shields. When in warlike 
attire they wear black ostrich plumes, In 
other parts of Africa the natives are protest- 
ing effectually against the parcelling out of 
the continent by European powers. Some 
chlefs on the gold coast made foroible re- 
sistanée to the Germans and compelled 
them to withdraw. In Dahomey the French 
have found it advisable to conclude «a treaty 
of peace, which is highly faverabie to the 
King of that country. It is said that the King 
in menacing the French settlements was en- 
couraged by the Portuguese, who are jealous 
of French interference, Oneof his measures 
of warlike preparation was to strengthen his 
force of Amazons by dompulsory recruit- 
ing, many married women having been 
compelled to leave their husbands and homes 
and join the ianks. Much discontent pre- 
vailed atthe King’s severities, but any open 
sign of disloyalty was met with Instant and 
terrible punishment. 
FAMINE IN THE SOUDAN. 

Famine continues to prevail in the Soudan, 
and the raid of Osman Digna’s men on Tokara, 
afew days ago, was only an effort to ob- 
tain food which the British Gov- 
erament has unwisely prevented from 
being sent to the tribes that havenot given 
their allegiance to thé Khedive. Suakim is 
thronged with the orphans of those who have 
perished through war and privation, and sey- 
eral acts of cannibalism are stated to have oe- 
curred among the starving Hadendowas. The 
hospital at Suakim is fullot thesick anda 
British relief society is busy administering to 
the wants of the suffering. 


A Scullien’s Crime. 


VIENNA, Oct. 7.—A crime committed for the 
gratification of private malice has been made 
public by the arrest of a scullion named 
Lederer, who was employed in the kitehen at 
the residence of Archduke Sigismond at 
Gmund, in Illyria, The charge againat the 
prisoner in that he put arsenic in the 
food prepared for the table of the Archduke.

Leopold Fedra, x Despendent Young 
Bohemian, Commits Suicide. 


NEw YOrK, Oct. 7.—Forced to flee to this 
country, because, in a duel, he had killed his 
rival in a love affair, and made desperate by 
his misfortunes here and the fact that he 
could not secure the employment to which his 
abilities entitled him, Leopold Fedra, a hand- 
some man of 2% years, took poison Sunday 
and rushing out of his house died in a 


stranger’s arms. Fedra was born in Reichen- 

berg, Bohemia, and was the only son of Au- 
gust Fedra, the Imperial Royal Counsel of the 
country courts of Austria, who is now 
dend. After studying at the Uni- 

versity in Reichenberg. Fedra entered 
a medical school in Vienna. When within six 
months of his graduation time he met and fell 
in love with Wilhelmina Von Sicklin, and his 
love was returned. He quarrelled with a tel - 
low student who was also a suitor for Wil- 

helmina’s hand. Pistols were selected as the 
weapons and at the first discharge Feura’s op- 
ponent, whose name cannot be learned, fell 
dead, This was more than a year ago and 
Leopold came to this countryatonce. He 
had no friends and was obliged to do all kinds 
of mental work in ordertolive. At first he 
worked as a porter, but lately he had been a 
waiter and’helper in various restaurants. Dur- 

int the late summer he was a waiter ina 
hotel at Bay 1 Long Island. The hotel 
closed on sept. 1, and sinee then Fedra has 
been unable to get any employment. He 
boarded with Mrs. Alex. Ross in Eighteenth 
street and he her sev 
eral months’ board. He became 
Very despendent, took to drink, and 
several times later threaténed to kill him- 
self. Mrs. Ross called her family tegether 
Ne about o' elock to get some coffee. 
Fedra looked at them and then sald: Well, 

good-bye, Iam going.’ 

Picking up his hat he hurried down stairs. 
Mrs. Ross went tothe window, saw him rush 
out of the door, stagger and fall into the 
Strangers arm. A young man rushed down- 
stairs, and Fedra, who was dead dy

Coroner Messe- 
mer was notified and yesterday he investi- 
gated the case. He found that Fedra had 
taken arsenic. Among his effects was found a 
lock of brown bair, encircied with a paper 
and placed unlabeled, in his empty purse. 
There were also a letter from a woman who 
signs herself Laura, and his citizenship

Officer Brady has left a wife, four litti 
children and an aged mother, who are now 
dependent solely upon the charity of those 
Brady fought te defend, and unless they re- 
gspond with generosity these defenseless poor 
people will suffer. 

Meer James Brady was enrolled as a mem- 
ber of the police force on January 19, 1886,and 
his record since then has been spotiess. He 
was One of the bravest, best and most in- 
telligent officers on the force, never 
Blow to do his duty, never backward in facing 
danger when he was called upon to preserve 
peace and shield others from barm. 

WHAT THE CHIEF SAYS OF HIM. 

Speaking of him to-day Chief Harrigan said:

DULLNESS IN STOCKS, 


A SLIGHT REVIVAL, FOLLOWFD BY A DR- 
CLINE IN PRICES. 


The Market Weak, and the Amount of Stock 
Offered fer Sale for Liquidation Appar- 
ently Undiminished—Anticipated (Heavy 
Sales of American Securities Held 
Abroad—The McKinley Bill, 


New Tonk, Oct. 7.—The situation in the 
stock market continues in about the same 
condition as it has been since Saturday last. 
and there appears to be ne prospect of present 
relief. At the opening of business 
there was a slight revival in some stocks, 
owing to the fact that some of the shorts were 
obliged to cover, but later prices dropped and 
trading became very inactive. There were 
several attempts to startan improved move- 
ment, but they were nipped in the bud by the 
amount of stock thag came out at the slightest 
evidence of a recovery in prices. 

STOCKS SOLD FOR LIQUIDATION. 

Most of the stock so offered came from those 
who had bought in the expectution of a rise, 
and while unwilling to sell out at much of a 
loss, were disinclined to hold, and were anx- 
ious to liquidate as soon as possible, but not a 
few of the rates were made on account of 
European investors. It is anticipated that, 
owing tothe high prices of wheat and corn 
and the uncertainty felt as to the effects of the 
McKinley blil, that there willfbe a considerable 
withdrawal of English capital from the 
American market during the next few 
months, and that a large proportion of the 
securities heid abroad will be offered for sale. 

EFFECTS OF THE TARIFF. 

It is also predicted thatthe importers, who 
have bought unusually heavy stocks from 
abroad in anticipation of the McKinley Dill 
going into effect, will not sell them at once, 
but will hold them unti: the market is settled. 
and therefore that stocks will be sold to en- 
able them to carry their stocks. Altogether, 
the outlook is believed to be encouraging to 
the bear interest.

ARTHUR DAY'S CRIME. 


ON TRIAL AT WELLAND, ONTARIO, FORTHE 
MUBDER OF HIS WIFE. 


The Tewn Filled With Curious Strangers—A 
Complete Case Against the Prisener—The 
Defense te Try to Prove That Mrs. Day 
Committed Suicide—A Jury of Farmers 
Secured—Day’s Sister en the Stand. 


WELLAND, Ontario, Oct. 7.—The trial of 
Arthur Day of Rochester for the murder of his 
wife on July 27, last, was begun in the County 
Court this morning defore Justice Rose. 
The Crown is represented by ex-Deputy 
Attorney-General F. F. B. Johnstone and 
the prisoner by Mr. Gorlin of this place. 
Great interest is takenin the case and the 
town is filled with curious visitors. The 
Crown has made a very complete case 
against the prisoner. The line the 
defense will take, it is said, 
will be an attempt to break 
down Mrs. Quigley’s evidence and to 
show that Mrs. Day was insane and given to 
fits of despondency. The defense will also 
try to prove that Mrs. Day had at various 
times threatened to commit suicide, and that 
she Voluntarily jumped over the bliff. 
When court opened this morning 
the court-room was filied to its 
utmost capacity. The task of securing a jury 
occupied only a few minutes, there being only 
one challenge. The jurors are all farmers. 
The prisoner was dressed with more than 
usual care and wore a small flower in his but- 


tonhole. Mr. Johnstone opened the case for 

the Crown. He told the jury briefly the story 

of the crime. His address occupied thirty- 

five minutes. 
N DAY’S SISTER. 

Mrs. Quigley of Rochester, sister of the 
prisoner, was then sworn. Her answers came 
slowly at first, but as she proceeded in her 
evidence she brightened up and heranswers 
became more rapid. The following is her 
story: 

‘*] remember being at the Falls in July last. 
My brotner asked me to go there with bim, 
offering to pay my fare. i asked him was his 
wifé going and he said yes. We went to the 
Erie Depot, where we were joined by Mrs. 
Day. Wethen found we would have to take 
the New York Central, and so we went by that 
read. We had dinner at the Falle. Then we 
took the streetcar to the lower suspension 
bridge which we crossed and started for the 
whirlpool. When we reached the point over- 
looking the whirlpool I sat down to rest 
as my feet were swollen. About twenty 
minutes atterward Isaw a shadow pass be- 
hind me whieh must bave been my brother 
and his wife. The nextthing I saw of them 
they were standing on the brink about three 
to five minutes’ walk from me in the direc- 
tien where we came from. 

„„How were they standing?’’ . 

„„One behind the other. My brother was 
behind Desiree. I was standing looking at 
the river. The next time I looked he was 
waving at me with a black handkercbief and I 
walked up to where he was. 

**What did he say when you walked up to 


him? 
THE MURDER. 

All eyes In the court room were turned up- 
on the witness instantly. She was silent fora 
few momente. A pin could be heard drop. 
Suddenly her eyes filled witn tears and she 
broke out sobbing and weeping. 

„Well, If I must tell, I must,“ she ex- 
claimed, and looking straight at ber brother, 
the prisoner, she said: ‘‘Hesaid, ‘I have 
shoyed her over. She never moved, and 
never knew what struck her. 

Then the witness broke down entirely, 
bowed her head on the rail of the witness- 
box and sobbed pitifully. It was 
some moments before the witness 
could proceed. The prisoner was perfectly 
unmoved. Mrs. Quigley then told the story 
oftheir return to Rochester; howeach had 
taken the same train, but sat in 
different cars. She said she only saw her 
brother once in Buffalo when he 
gave hera ticket for Rochester, but did not 
speak to him. She did not see him again tiil 
one day in Rochester. The 7- year- old child of 
Desires was with him. The little girl said: 

‘‘Is mamma home?’’ And he said: 1 
rather guess not.’’ 

She identified the hat found on the body and 
other articles of clothing. 

THE CROSS- EXAMINATION. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gorman, she said: 
% am married, but have been separated 
from my husband on account of abuse. My 
brother has, for the past threw or 
four years carried samples for commer- 
cial traveiers. Neverknew of his being ar- 
rested for not supporting bis wife.’’ 

Witners admitted having been arrested in 
Rochester onacharge of larceny. She was 
convicted.

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POLITICS AND RACIN 


DEMOCRATS ARE THE BIG WINNERS "ON 
THE TURF. 


They Have Won This Season and Have Been 
Winners for Years—The Browns Lese 
Another Game te Teledo—Racing at 
Morris Park and Latania 
Sporting News. 


In last Sunday’s edition of the New York 
World appears a very long and interesting 
article on the success of members of the 
Democratic party on theturf. It says Demo- 
crats have won nearly all the stakes on the 
race course this year. That this is a factno 
one familiar with the season’s developements 
denies when that surprising and interesting 
suggestion is made, for both from a social and 
political point of view the suggestion is inter- 
eating and the surprise with which it has 
been received in many quarters, when 
broached during the past week, has readily 
given place to conviction. Hearst, Scott, 
Belmont, Haggin, Dwyer and Daly are names 
almost as familiar in Democratic councils as 
on the great race courses of the United States. 
These are the names of the winners of nearly 
all the big purses. 

The thoroughbred interests of this country 
may be said to date from the importation 
of Diomed to Virginia in the latter quar- 
ter of the last century. Racing blooded 
horses was a Democratic sport before the 
war of the rebellion. The first patrons and 
supporters of thoroughbred racing happened 
by social limitations and material conditions 
to be men identified with that one of the two 
great political parties which was overwhelm- 
ingly powerful ip the Slave States. The sur- 
vival and the strengthening of such a link 
between public life and the greatest public 
sport are striking. 

Racing was revived after the war by Demo- 
crats and men who affiliated withthem. That 
Mr. Leonard Jerome, who founded Jerome 
Park in 1866, was andis a Republican, is the 
striking exception toarule nearly universal. 
Mr. W. J. Arkell, who is the leading spirit in 
the improvements to be made for and by the 


anata 


Saratoga Racing Association, is also a strong 


Republican. But John Morrissey, who gave 
racing its start at Saratoga in 1864, was a more 
conspicuous Democrat. 

A LITTLE HISTORY. 

That this season has simply emphasized and 
realized to a full development the tendency of 
racing events in this country to identify the 
party of the people with the people's mort 
povular amusement, is easily to be seen from 
& passing glance at those events and the men 
most powerful in producing them. The com- 
plete set of racing guides dates from 1870. 
Then the racing calendar began, and from 
that time begins the modern racing era. 

What are the names that naturally oocur to 
a veteran of the turf whose connection with it 
antedates even that year? ‘‘Firet of all,’’ 
says such a veteran, one whose name carries 
weight with it on any race track in the United 
States, ‘‘August Belmont comes to view. For 
a few years after 1870 he was the leading win- 
ner, with such horses as Kingfisber and 
Glenelg. Nobody who knows anything of the 
pol itical history of this country since 1860 need 
be told what Mr. Belmont’s politics ure. He 
has been a trusted adviser and honored repre- 
sentative of Democratic men and principles 
for a generation. : 

After Belmontcame the day of what was 
called the McDaniel Confederacy. Col. Me- 
Daniel was an ultra-Democrat. His great 
winners were Harry Bassett, Joe Daniels, 
Springbok, Katie Pease, Sue Ryder and 
others. After the McDaniel era came the 
Lorillards as the conspicuous men of the 
turf. They were Democrats, but bigoted in 
their political views. With Parole, Pierre 
Lorillard, and with Tom Ochiltree, George 
Lorillard made their colors famous and suc- 
cessful. 

‘*Who next? The Dwyer era is next, un- 
doubtedly. The Dwyers are Democrats from 
away back. They are known as such, while 
not mixing directly in political affairs. The 
history of the American turf for the last ten 
vears displays the colors and celebrates the 
victories of the Dwyer Bros. with their 
crack racersfrom Luke Blackburn to Kings- 

n U 


So much for the past. What of the present? 
Mr. Belmont and the Dwvers are still among 
the most conspicuous figures on the turf. The 
year 90 has not tarnished the record of their 
racing or of their politics. The brilliant, 
but conservative, successes of the Bel- 
mont stable have been among the sea- 
son’s most interesting developments. 
The rich Futurity, valued at $70,000, was won 
by this stable, and so were several other valu- 
able 2-year-old stakes. Last Wednesday 
Raceland captured tne Manhattan Handicap, 
andthe New York banker has a number of 
other big stakes to his credit. 

Senator George Hearst of California, one of 
the leading Democrats of the Pacific slope, 
after a disastrous season in 1889, bas won 
heavily with his splendid stable this year, 
His horses have won him the Realization 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, the Omnibus, the 
Jerome stakes and others. 

Then there ig that Democrat Congressman, 
Wm. L. Scott of Pennsylvania, ex-President 
Cleveland’s warm personal friend, with Torso, 
Chaos and other winners. He has taken the 
Double Event, the Lorillard Stakes and 
others. 

J. B. Haggin, of California, the owner of 
the peerless pair, Salvator and Firenzi, is an- 
other Democrat. He has taken the Suburban 
Handicap, the‘Champion Stakes and other 
rich stakes. 

Marcus Daly, a leading Democrat of Mon- 
tana, took the Carteret Handicap at Mon- 
mouth, worth about $8,500. with his horse 
Montana. 

D, D. Withers is another big winner who is 
a Democrat in politics. 

Capt. Sam Brown, the Pittsburg Coal King 
and owner of Reporter and other good ones 
who have won him considerable, money. is 
another Democrat and like the others pre- 
viously mentioned is alse a millionaire. 

John A. Morris, owner of Morris Park and 
the finest stable of 2-year olds in the country, 
is anotber Democrat and millionaire who has 
won heavily this year. 

David T. Pulsifer, owner of Tenny and 
other horses; Byron McClellan, who has Sal- 
lie McCieiland and some more; Green Morris, 
who wonthe rich Junior Champion Stakes 
with Strathmeatn; Billy Lakeland, who has 
old Exile, Tea Tray and others; Nolan & 
Campbell, whorunthe Beverwyck Stable, all 
of whom have been large winners this sé@a- 
son, are Democrats. 80 are some of the 
heavlest winners in the pool boxes.

One peculiar method he 
has which he invariably follows is that he 
never bets on any kind of race except a trot- 
ting match.

ACTION or THE MORMON CHURCH AT THE 
GENERAL CONFERENCF.

Official Declaration ef President Weod- 
ruff Forbidding in the Future Any Mar- 
riages in Vielation of the Laws of the 
Land—Views of Secretary Noble and At- 
torney-General Miller. 


SALT LAKE City, Utah, Oct. 7.—At the Mor- 
mon conference yesterday President Wood- 
ruff spoke. He said the Lord was about to 
prune his vineyard for the last time, and that 
sprouts would fall like grain before the 
mower. He spoke of the martyrdom of Joseph 
Smith and the crucitixion of Obrist as events 
of like import. He indorsed Cannon’s re- 
marks, and further said that when any event 
transpired to deprive the saints of their 
privileges, they would remember it is the will 
of God. 

At the General Conference in the morning 
the official declaration of the President, WII 
fred Woodrufl, forbiddingin the future any 
marriages in violation of the laws of the land 
was read to an assemblage numbering nearly 
10,000 persons, Including the Aposties, bishops 
and leading elders of the church, who by 
unanimous vote recognized the authority of 
the President to issue the manifesto, 
and accepted it as authoritative and 
binding. George Q. Cannon publicly an- 
nounced his indorsement of the manifesto 
and his recognition of the supremacy of 
laws that had been declared constitutional by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. The 
conference also adopted the original articles 
of faith, among which is this: ‘‘We believe in 
being subject to Kings, Presidents, rulers and 
magistrates in obeying, honoring and sustain- 
ing the law.’’ 

The action taken settles the vexed question 
and places an effectual bar against future 
polygamous marriages in Utah. It is the 
most important step taken by the Church for 
more than a quarter of a century. 


The News at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 7.—Most of the 
Senators and Congressmen bave left Wash- 
ington but the news from the Mormon con- 
ference was heard with profound satisfaction 


by tue officials here who have mainly to deal 
with the Church in Utah. 

Tnis is indeed important, ssia Gen. 
Noble, Secretary of the Interior, when a report- 
er informed him of the action of the General 
Mormon Conference, *‘I am glad to hear of it 
and hope the action was taken in all sincerity. 
The Mormon delegate in Congress, Mr. Caine, 
called upon me last Saturday and left a state- 
ment in which he protested against the recent 
report of the Utah Commission and the re- 
ort of the Territorial Governor. 
ie assured mo that polyzgamy 
was no longer practiced in Utah. 
I told him that in the face of the statements 
of mv officers I could not accept his mere de- 
nialofthe facts as evidence iu rebuttal. I 
must have proofs. I told him that the reports 
I had received deciared that forty-one cases 
of polygamy had come to the notice of Fed- 
eral officers and I suggested that he investi- 
gate each case and disproye, if possibile, the 
ussertion. He sald he did not suppose he 
would be able to ascertain the identity of the 
accused. Itold him that I would aid him to 
get the names by instructing the authorities 
to give him the needed information and he 
assured me he would investigate the trath of 
the charges and would report upon them. 
I informed Mr, Caine that the sim 
ple declaration of President Woodruff that 
the Mormon Church no longer countenanced 
polygxmy was not suſeſent to convince the 
Government that the practice had been given 
up, for the head of the church had no author- 
ity to chauge its tenets. The action should

easy to pass resolutions, Man is always re- 
solving and yet failing to keep his resolu- 
tions. If the action of the Mormon Conference 
brings forth the proper fruits naturally it Wil 
tend to relax the rigorof the law. It is polygamy 
that it is desired to exterminats. I confess 
the recent landing of a large number of fe- 
male immigrants at New York does not, to 
my mind, tally very well with this ‘official 
action of the Mormon Church, nor does it in- 
dicate reform. However, let us ‘accept it in 
the spirit of sincerity and trust that they 
ef ropose to conform to the law of the 
land. N is much preferable to have them 
relinquish polygamy voluntarily than to be 
compelled to crush it out by the strong arm 
of the law.. 

Attorney-General Miller, upon whom de- 
volves the duty of prosecuting those charged 
with polygamy, received the news with his 
usual 2 5 and when asked what 
significance he attached to this seemingly 
officiul auppression of polygamy by the Mor- 
mon Church dignitaries, he reptied: 

„I will express no opinion, for I neither 
care as an officer of this government to im- 
peach their sincerity, nor to accept their act 
as conclusive evidence of good faith, Let the 
future decide this. My province is to enforce 
the law asiunderstand it. The statutes are 
not almed atthe Mormon Church and estab- 
lishment, but against one Of thelr practices, 
which is an absolute violation of our laws.

and that we punish asa crime,crime through - 
out the breadth of the land. If the Mormon 
leaders will cease teaching and advocating 
polygamy as a tenet of their religion the crime 
ctases. The significance of this proceed. 
ing on the part of the general Mor- 
mon council will have to be developed by 
circumstances, Whether a set of men who 
in the past have been as wise as serpents are 
snddenly going to become as harmless as 
doves isa problem which the future alone 
can solve, Probably they Begin to realize 
that they can not resist the power of this Gov- 
ernment.’’ 

Attorney-General Miller said that there had 
deen a great many applications of late for 
pardons for those suffering imprisonment for 
polygamy. The applilicatious wore based on 
the grounds usually cited everywhere in be- 
half of convicts, that they had been suffici- 
ently punished, or that thelr families needed 
their support. Clemency nad been extended 
in several cases inthe direction of a oom 
mutation of sentences,
